JAMES J. PLAINE 
of Houston, Texas, MR. PLAINE informed me that he had been 
contacted bv a MR.

MR. PLAINE said that MR. WHITE was only one of the 
many oil and import people that he had occasion to talk to 
from New Orleans regarding Castro. 

MR. PLAINE also informed me that he thought that the 
picture of CL AY SHAW was very famil iar, and that he may have 
met him i n Houston, either at his apartment or a t the Normandy 
cl-ub which the oil people of Texas frequen t. 


A memo in the GUY BANISTER file indicates that there 
is information which reports that DICK WHITE , a high officia l 
O f Freeport Sulphur, and CLAY SHAW were flown to Cuba probab ly 
t aking off from the Harvey Canal area in a Freeport Sulph ur 
plane piloted by DAVE FERR IE . The purpose of this trip was 
to set up import of Cuba's nickle ore to ( cT~ Canad-ian fr&nt^ 

< coYb 0 £ a~t i-dTfr which would in turn shipt to the Braithwaite nickle 
plant. The plant was built by the U. S. Government at a cost 
of about one million dollars. 

The report is that the combine .of Freeport Sulphur, 
WHITE, and SHAW purchased the plant f or a million dollars and 
intended to get ore through C~Canacl:L an corporation they~had^> 
or@ >d- There is also a report that GUY BANISTtiK hirea l/ERRIE 
and JACK MARTIN- as investigators to check out the nickle plant 
deal.

HSRE meetings that were held at the Italian Hall were bugged by 
M. A. GRAHAM who was an investigator for the Sovereignty 
Commission. HIGGINBOTHAM said that while attending an art show 
at the Barony Art Gallery at 1405 St. Charles he was told 
(possibly by GEORGE SCHINDLER) that after OSWALD passed out 
leaflets in front of the International Trade Mart in August of 
1963, his apartment was bugged by an investigator from the 
Sovereignty Commission, namely M. A. GRAHAM. 

BARBARA says the Sovereignty Commission may still be in possession 
of the tapes. GRAHAM now lives in Nolan, Louisiana, and may have 
some connection still in Baton Rouge.

Martin Waldron, Houston Bureau of the N. Y. Times, 
gave me the following information today. Recently the New York 
Times were sent two memos by one of their local stringers regard- 
ing a possible SHAW-FERRIE connection. However, the New York 
Times has so far taken no action to verify the truth of this story. 

According to these memos, RAY SADLER, a University 
of South Carolina professor did a doctoral thesis on an abortive 
invastion of Cuba from New Orleans in February 1947. The purpose 
of thi s, .invasion w as to fly bombing missj 1 ons j _ 2 ^er_^uba_fco_get_^id. 
of Batista . An airport was leased near Venice. Florida, and the 
man who leased the airport was named SHAW. The man providing this 
information, when pressed for' the first name of SHAW, became 
nervous and refused to give it because he was involved in the 
invasion plan. This man lives in Monroe. Two others, SCOTT WILSON 
and a Latin named RALPH J. URRUELA, both connected with the Trade 
Mart were in on the plot. 

One of the pilots who was to have engaged in the 
mission was allegedly DAVID ferrte . When the invasion plan was 
discovered, the cover was used that their intention had been to 
fly the planes over Brazil as reconnaisance .flights for making 
maps. 

. RALPH J. URRUELA resigned August 13, 1947 as City 
Director of International Relations. This post was created by 
CHEP MORRISON. URRUELA diad aged 70 in Miami on February 24, 1952. 
He was consul general for Guatemala in Miami at the time of his 
death. URRUELA 's appointment to the International Relations job 
was sponsored by RUDOLPH HECHT. URRUELA was succeeded in his job 
by MARIO BERMUDEZ.

Edward James Whalen was born in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on December 10, 1923. He left school after the 
9th grade to help support his family. From that time on he has 
consistently been in trouble with the law, and has spent most 
of his adult life in prison. His specialty seems to be armed 
robbery and burglary. He has served time in the state penitentiary 
in Pennsylvania three times and has been semtenced to the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia once. Since March, 1965, he has 
twice been declared incompetent to stand trial in the Federal 
Courts by members of the staff at the United States Medical Center 
for federal prisoners at Springfield, Missouri. Whalen also stated 
that he had received some psychiatric treatment at the state peni- 
tentiary in Pennsylvania. He is presentfyawaiting a competency 
^hearing on a federal charge of assaulting a United States Marshal 
and escape . 


After being paroled on December 10, 1964 from the 
Pennsylvania state penitentiary at Huntington, Pennsylvania, Edward 
Whalen went to Philadelphia to spend some time with his family. 

While there he became involved in some very serious criminal activity, 
and had to leave town immediately. He stole a car in upstate 
Pennsylvania and drove to Columbus, Ohio where he met a friend of 
his who told him he could make some big money. His friend, whose 
name he would not give me, placed a call to DAVID F ERR IE in New 
Orleans.

On Saturday, Dec 17th I contacted Judy Anderson, an ex-dancer at Sid Da villa's club, 
and she maintains that she met Jack Ruby on two separate occasions in the Spring of 1963 
at the Mardi Gras club. These occasions were, she estimates, two weeks apart. She said 
Ruby was there doing business with Sid Da villa. 

On Sunday Dec 13th, I attended the Mass Rally of Cuban exiles at City Hall, and spoke, 
to Frank Bertucci and Ed Butler of INCA. I later vent and spoke, to Butler at the INCA 
office on Camp 3t. I was only there a short time as he had to leave, but he gave me a 
cop y of the record, "OSWALD: Self Portrait in Red" , which INCA has had published. This . 
record contains the WDSU confrontation between Butler, Oswald and 3ringuier, and also an :C y 
"analysis" of Oswald's Communist trained debating techniques by 3utler. At one point But— 
ler claims- to have made a study- of Oswald, and claims, to have met other Cuban- ref ugees~ r v*~^$/ 
besides Bringuier who knew Oswald. I had an appointment the next day to see Butler, when; .-V 
I intended to ask him who these people were, but he did not show up. I was a little sur- 
prised to see that they had the complete 26 volumes of testimony before the Warren Comm- W' 
ission in their offices , as well as many back number magazines pertaining to the assass- 
• i nation. It is my feeling that this organization, and in particular Ed Butler, would be ' 
worth checking out more carefully in regard to the assassination. I think this "would 
have to be done discreetly however. " ' ” 

I spoke to jirs. Capps o n Monday about her knowledge that Ferrie should be investigated 
regarding the assassination. She said she had read in the Times Picayune of Dec. 1963 
that he was one of the people interviewed by the FBI in connection with the case. She 
had met Ferrie once at some kind of a girl scout meeting attended by her daughter Mary.. 

This was about 10 years ago. The Capps family are also friendly with the Brownlees, and 
Mary knew Morris Brownlee quite well. Mrs . Capps said she did not think Morris could be 
Ferrie' s godson, as he, Brownlee, was Jewish. Mrs. Capps identified Mrs. Robert J. Durr 
of 204 Shrewsbury Court a3 someone who knew Ferrie, but not, she thinks, in recent years. 
Another name mentioned wa3 Kay Cunningham, now married and living in Texas. (Kay's moth- 
er is apparently the Postmaster of Metairie.) 

Although I do not believe the Capps' know anything of importance about this case

Mary Capps told me that she believes she also met another man who knew Oswald and was 
'distributing le afiets~DlUrlii!ii. H owo/ef she Is vague about it and cannot, remember" his 
name . in case you want to speak to her about this, she can be contacted at the Depart- 
ment of Sociology at Tulane Universit y. 

Volume VIII of the Warren report discloses that one ether person who knew Ferrie 
was Edward Voebel . one of Oswald's few high school friends. As of April 7th 1964 (when 
his testimony was taken) Voebel lived at 4916 Canal St. As I mentioned, Frederick 3. 
O'Sullivan also knew Ferrie and.. Oswald, and testified that, after Ferrie was arrested, 
he went out with Lieut. Paul Dwyer from the New 0r.leans Police Department to New Or leaps 
Airport to see if Ferris 1 s plane was f lyable , which it was not. 

When I spoke to David Lewis on Dec 16th, he gave ms some further information which 
he d |d not-,ma n.t.ion in his pec 15th interview. He said he had mor<* yor.p-ofi.L-

ObEer arrivirrtisin Dallas, I contcted Mr. and Mrs. Buck Ferrell (4&0>6 Holland) as 
they had told a friend of mine in N.O. that they were willing to help on the assassin- 
ation. Buck Ferrell had worked at the DOwntown Lincoln Mercury car firm, and he was 
responsible for providing the Lincolns for the motorcade on Nov ..22nd 1963. The main 
episode which* he discuose\is referred to in "The Second Oswald", by Richard Popkin, 
(page 64). On November 9th , T9q3 , a man who said his name was Lee Oswald came in to 
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buy a car. He was handled by salesman Albert Bogard, who took him for a drive, and 
Oswald also drove, (although supposedly a non-driver.) This episode is now quite well 
known and has been discussed in more than one of the assassination books. However, the 
following new information has- been given to me by Bob Teter, a friend of Buck Ferrell's.

j. don't need to emphasise what a valuable contact the i'errells are, in a city which 
tends to be very: unfriendly to people asking questions about the assassination. Mrs. Fer- 
rell is the headmaster's secretary at Greenhill College Prep., ^fechool attended by sever- 
al children of people whose names come up in the Index of the Warren Report, and she 
believes it wili be easy to contact them. The Ferrells also know several friends of Mar- 
ina Oswald Porter, and they imagine it will be possible to arrange a meeting with her. 
(However I am not banking on this.') (Marina, and her new husband recently bought a beer 
tavern close to where the Ferrells live; apparently they are on the.. verge of divorce.) 

Returning to Jack Lawrence, the only description I have of him is that he wa 3 about 
24 years old at the time. Of course, on 9 problem is that he might hav 9 been using an 
alias. However if you have any photographs of anyone you think might be him, I can show 
them to either Frank Pizzo or Bob Teter for identification. 

f New information has come to light which mi^ht_lje valuable in investigating the Ferris. 
ascect of the case, Harold Weisburg, in his (new ‘book) published two weeks ago . WHITEWASH

Pen n Jone3 has told me that a woman by the name of Pearl Simon was- holding meetings 
prior to the assassination in, or near, Manny La. which lls~Lelievds were Connected with 
•'''the assaisThdoiOii. Apparently uaiia3 sherrif Bill Decker attended these meetings. 1 do 
"hot nave any iTOre information on thi3 , but it is one of the aspects of the case which 
Martin . Waldron of the New York Times has been working. on. Waldren lives in Houston and 

has recently been to New Orleans, and he also has been on Ferric 1 s tail. I haven’t had 

a chance to meet Waldren since I saw him In Dallas a month ago but at that time he had 

three typed pages of questions he vaa going to xhxmhx ask the New Orleans Police Dept. 

Apparently he got them back mostly answered "Don’t know." or "No comment." As he frequency 
contacts Penn Jones, I believe I will be able to see him very shortly if any of his 
questions cover any areas unfamiliar to us. 

I believe my time here will be fruitful as not only can I check out leads in Dallas 
but also through Penn Jone3 am in contact with such people as Weisburg, Shirley Martin 
and- others v/ho have spent the last 2 years investigating the case. He also gets mail, 
some. of it anopymous, providing leads to follow. One such letter arrived yesterday all- 
eging that on 9 Vii-gil Dlack knew that Oswald and Ruby knew one another, and so testified 
to the Secret Service soon after the assassination but later told his friends he knew 
nothing about it. I will check this man out tomorrow. 

Further items: Penn Jones is having breakfast with Congressman Gonzalez on Friday 
when he hopes to get further information on the .destruction of evidence on Connally’s 
jacket; thh February issue of Ramparts Magazine '.dll contain new material on Ruby and 
also one. of the Ruby letters smuggled out of the Dallas jail; I incorrectly stated that 
Seth Kantor had disappeared. He is in fact working as a reporter in Washington.

Ferrie. the FBI] 
became interested in him when] 
a New Orleans man . saw Os- 
wald on television and told a lo- 
[cal TV station that he served] 
with Oswald in a Civil Air Pa- 
trol unit under Ferrie. 

Ferrie claims the man, whom 
he identified as Ed Voble, was 
in the Moisant Squadron and he 
was in the Lakefront. Squadron. 

Ferrie has been looking into 
possible local tie-ins to the as- 
sassination. on his own. Asked 
if he thinks Oswald had an ac- 
complice, Ferrie said, “I be- 
lieve it would be fruitless 
look for an accomnlice.’’ 
ASSESSES OSWALD 
Listed in the city "directory 
as a psychologist, Ferrie said, 
“My assessment of Oswald is 
that he would be incapable of 
conspiring because he would be 
incapable of any interpersonal 
relationship, especially 
thing as delicate as a con- 
spiracy to kill. 

Ferrie said he is a native of 
Cleveland, Ohio, but he has 
been living in New Orleans for

Garrison Says Arrest of 
1 Ferrie Was Planned 


. Toxicological tests were run 
Wednesday and will be resumed 
Thursday to d e t e r m i n e the;' 
cause of the death of David 
William Ferrie, a central, figure 
in District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son’s investigation into the 
death of President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 

Dr. Nicholas Chetta, Or- 
leans Parish coroner, said 
anatomical findings showed 
that Ferrie suffered a rupture 
of a blood vessel at the base 
of the brain, which caused a 
hemorrhage. 

Garrison said at a press con- 
ference Wednesday afternoon 
that he had decided Wednes- 
day morning, before he learn- 
ed of Ferrie’s death', to ar- 
rest the- man next week. • 
The DA would not elaborate 
on what charges he would have 
filed or what evidence he had. 

The Times-Picayune learned 
that on Monday night Ferrie 
had contacted two persons who 
had been interrogated in Gar- 
rison’s probe, seeking informa- 
tion about persons who had 
been associated with Lee Harvey 
Oswald. One of the men was 
Carlos Bringuier, who had a 
fight with Oswald here in 
August, 1963. 

NOTE IS FOUND 
Ferrie was found dead at noon 
Wednesday in his apartment at 
3330 Louisiana ave. pkwy. Dr. 
Chetta found an unsigned note 
on Ferrie’s dining room table 
which read in part: 

“To leave this life is, for 
me, a sweet prospect. I find 
nothing in it that is desirable 
and on the other hand, every- 
thing that is loathsome.”

1947, telephoned his resignation to Budapest, moved in shadowy^ 
areas of finance and politics. “ President of Permindex and Board Mem- 


ber of the CMC,” reports P a ?™ >,y ti 1f > Frpppfr j 

to be a munificent contributor to the phllo-foscistir. movement of/ 


[Jacques] Soustelle, and [a] patron of far-riph t movements throughout J 
Europe, including Italy.” 18 

Certainly one is led 10 wonder why, of all the hundreds of nations on 
earth, Nagy ended up in the United States; and why of all the thousands 
of cities in the United States, Nagy ended up in Dallas. For that is where 
the violently right-oriented, OAS-financing, president of Permindex and 
board member of the Centro Mondiale Commerciale did end up, in the 
city that boasted the infamous “Wanted for Treason” manifesto, which 
accused Kennedy of being a Communist; in the city where the President 
was assassinated — in Dallas. 

These were two of liberal Clay Shaw’s associates in his European activi- 
ties. 

Prince Gutierez di Spadafora, Undersecretary of Agriculture in Mus- 
solini’s Fascist government, was another. After his wartime achieve- 
ments he turned his talents to his vast landholdings and commerce, espe- 
cially to the establishment of a corporation, with himself as president, 
which constructed a huge refinery at Milazzo, in Messina, Sicily. He is 
also president of the Sicilian Compagnia Armatrice Industrial Petroli- 
fera Armatoriale, which is involved with arms and oil. The prince also 
. owns what is reputed to be the largest hothouse in the world, in Pachino, 
Syracuse. The more than a hundred employees were for some time super- 
vised by “landsmen” from his feudal estates in Valle d’Olma and Mus- 
someli, in the province of Caltanissetta who rode about in velvet jackets 
and high black boots, with fancy revolvers flashing from their belts. Ac- 
cording to Paesa Sera “the Syracusans, unaccustomed to these Mafia-like 
habits, held a great general strike in protest, in December, 1962, and 
the Mafiosi of the Prince were forced to return” to his more feudal prop- 
erties. 

The Centro Mondiale Commerciale boasted another interesting name 
in its background. He is Giuseppe Zigiotti, president of the Fascist Na- 
tional Association for Militia Arms. 

“Another fact which may help ns understand certain things about the 
personalities around the CMC,” said Paesa Sera , “is the presence in this 
group of H. Sitnonfay, Hungarian refugee, who directs BO-DA, an 
agency for provocative information from and for the socialistic countries. 
He is director in Italy of.ACEN (specializing in hostile activities on the

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I confrontations of socialist countries), who had an important position in 
the field of public relations for the CMC, for which he received a secret 
fee of half a million lire a month.” 13 

However, no behind-the-scenes figure is more intriguing than Mai 
L. M. Bloomfield, formerly of the American OSS, and later suspected by 
Jim Garrison of having some affiliation with the CIA. 

On July 21, 1961, Giorgio Mantello appeared at the Italian As- 
sembly representing all the stockholders of the CMC. These included 
himself, his brother Enrico, another Hungarian refugee, Joseph Slifka 
and Fellender Envin, banker Hans Seligman, and lawyer Carlo 
D’Amelio . . . holder of 500,000 lire worth of shares. And Major 
L. M. Bloomfield, who held half the shares or 250 million, for party or 
parties unknown. 20 

Now obviously the activities of these Shaw associates were closely or- 
chestrated, considering the financial-political manipulator Mantello was 
permitted to represent. not only himself but the six other stockholders of 
the CMC, including Bloomfield, former United States espionage agent 
and now a banker in Montreal, who is reputed to control Le Credit Suisse 
of Canada, Heineken’s Breweries, Canscot Realty, the Israel Continental 
Company, the Grimaldi Siosa Lines, Ltd., ‘etc. 21 

Even Montreal is not without significance, for to quote the Canadian 
journal Le Devoir: 

“But here is where the affair assumes stranger and ctrppqer characte r- 


istics. It has just been learned that the name of Clav Shaw was found" -

Shortly thereafter, while alluding to other directors, Le Devoir reports: 
“Ferenc Nagy, exiled head of the Hungarian Peasants Party . . . 
maintains close ties with the CIA and which link him with the Miami 
Cuban colony.” Also listed are the previously mentioned Fascist Giu- 
seppe Zigiotti, Bloomfield, and an Egyptian, Faruk Churbagi. 

This particular episode is worthy of mention for various reasons, not 
the least of which is its exemplifying of some of the tactics which seem as 
common to forces behind the CMC and its activities as to those of other 

V forces halfway around the world. 

The CMC or the Italo-American Hotel Corporation (into which part

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of the former turned) arc, relates Paesa Sera, “also linked to other names'^ 
which have appeared recently in the yellow press; another sign that, 
taking part in the same groups as the CMC and its former members, arc 
persons who are quite suspect. 

“One of thes,e persons is Faruk Churbagi, the young Lcbanesc-Egyp- 
tian industrialist who was killed in Rome under still unexplained circum- 
stances. It is said in groups around the former CMC that shortly before 
he was killed, the young man had turned over 200 million lire as dues for 
participation in the activities of the Centro. ...” 

And then there was the German Christa Wanniger, connected to the 
CMC by business dealings and “personal friendships,” who was stabbed to 
death in Via Vcneto under [apparently inevitably) unexplained circum- 
stances.” 23 ' 

However, to return to areas of CMC endeavors about which a frag- 
ment or two more is known. 

Le Devoir elaborates on Bloomfield, noting that he was active in the 
espionage arm of the U.S. government during World War II and “was at 
the time the principal shareholder in a society having headquarters in 
Switzerland and affiliated with the Centro Mondiale Commerciale in 
Rome, known as Pcrmindex. Other shareholders in Permindcx were 
banks of a more or less shadowy character with headquarters in Liech- 
tenstein, plus Miami Astaldo Vaduz, De Famaco Vaduz, and the Credit 
Bank of Geneva. Among the directors, the name of Max Hagemann was 
noted, director of the National Zeitung, a newspaper specializing in anti- 
communist diatribes. ‘ Wh atever the case may be. the Centra. Gom 


merciale and Pcrmindex got into difficulties with the Italian and Swiss 
"governments. They refused to testify to the origins of considerable 


amo unts of monev. the sources of which arc, to sav the least, uncertain, 
and the y never seemed to engage in actual commercial transactions. 


These companies were expelled from Switzerland and Italy in 1962 
and then sot nn li«-adnu<irtprs in Tohnnnesburg.” 24 

Another individual described by Paesa Sera as a “high level financial 
backer” was one Dr. David Biegun, “national secretary of the National 
Committee for Labor Israel, Inc., whose offices are in New York. Biegun 
was the person who actually handled the liquidation of the agency 
(CMC), receiving considerable credit for this, though officially ‘unknown 
to the banks.’ ” 2r> 

“A short time [after its inauguration],” reports Paesa Sera.

when the enormous Centro began to show the true face of its organiza- 
tion with very precise goals, which were anything but commercial, cer- 
tain persons in Parliament became interested. Oclo Spadazzi presented 
the question to the Chamber. But when the news came out, Spadazzi 
quickly withdrew. Shortly thereafter, he became [the new] president of 
the CMC. 

While under the presidency of Spadazzi, the Centro was again ques- 
tioned by the Christian Democrat Mario Oravrdr. who asked for an 
accounting of all of the activities of the Centro. Ccravolo, a member of 
the CMC's Board of Directors ... had been a member of the board 
since its founding. Since, then, he had seen money sp^nt left and rialit, 
and had also seen that no commercial activities were being concluded 
ptr. wante d to know where the money was going an d where it was. 
comitlg- fro m, hut could get no accurate. respnn^A t this poinhj n^ 
1962. he returned [s/c; resigned?] from the boarcT and directly 
demanded the bankruptcy of the Centro, obtaining a confiscation of 
i two million lire. 26 


The Centro’s attorneys immediately assured one rind all that “the 
CMC is straightening itself out” and was "now in the process of complete 
recovery.” A recovery which never occurred. 

It was these curious and. mostly unlraceable manipulations which led 
*Ceravolo to make public the following letter:

I. . . is nevertheless the point of contact for a number of persons who,

\ in the world who have fought for decent relations between East and West, 
including Kennedy.” 29 / 

A mysterious financial manipulator and a former Hungarian premier 
who supported the military right-wing OAS, kept close ties with the CIA 
and went halfway around the world to live in Dallas, both of whom were 
accused of “criminal activities” by the Swiss press. These are two of 
Shaw’s European associates. A former member of Mussolini’s cabinet, 
father-in-law to the daughter of Hitler cabinet minister Hjalmar Schacht, 
and the leader of a national Fascist organization. Two more who sat on 
the CMC board with Shaw. A mysterious ex-spy and a man who resigns 
from the organization out of conscience. Two more of Shaw’s compan- 
ions in business in Rome. 

Surely a strange assortment of colleagues for an “old-fashioned liberal 
of the Wilson -Roosevelt persuasion.” But then, the Centro Mondiale 
Commerciale and Permindex are curious operations, as has become evi- 
dent. • .

“D’Amelio has tried to justify Shaw’s presence (in the CMC and on its 
Board of Directors),” says the newspaper, “by the fact that Shaw ‘had 
organized in New Orleans a permanent trade exhibit like the one which 
we wanted to set up in Rome,’ and therefore ‘through courtesy, we of- 
fered Shaw a position on the administrative board.’ 

“D’Amelio did not speak of the activities of Ferenc Nagy who, through 
the CMC’s head office, Permindex, had financed [Jacques] Soustelle and 
the OAS; he did not know that several Swiss newspapers had called the 
activities of Nagy and Mandel [Mantello] ‘criminal’; and he did not 
speak of the completion of the CMC (nor could he, since [in terms of its 
publicly announced intentions]) this has turned out to be nothing but a 
tremendous failure.” 31 

On March 14 Paesa Sera observed that Clay Shaw had “confirr m^L.

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U.S. two days after the assassination of Kennedy and came to Europe, \ 
visiting, among other places, Italy.” 33 \ 

•Further, it reports, “Clay Shaw, by his own admission, came to Rome 
during the timd preceding the disbanding of the CMC.” 

Two enigmatic organizations, shadowy figures of finance, neo-Nazi, 
Fascist individuals manipulating interests in various areas including 
arms and oil, untold funds from unnamed origins funneled to unspecified 
ends — the information piles higher and higher, and one senses that one 
has barely begun to climb the mountain of mystery atop which these men 
sit and direct their unknown acts to unknown ends. However, to sum up 
very briefly Clay Shaw’s role in this extraordinary drama, a final quote 
from Paesa Sera of March 6, 1967. 


It is certain that Clay Shaw, who was arrested in New Orleans 
... (and, therefore, whether on true grounds or not, is a person who 
is certainly not limited to the quiet pursuit of his profession as a direc- 
tor of industry, but who must therefore have his finger in the pies of it 
is not clear what political activities) had a position on the board of the 
CMC in Rome. 

It is certain that the CMC (taking advantage of the good faith of 
d’Ainelio and of other Italians who were involved in that disastrous 
(^enterprise) has not fulfilled any of the activities for which it was origi- 
nally projected. 

It is certain that an important shareholder in the CMC was an ex- 
official of the American service. 

• Concerning the CMC and the organizations formed by Mandel, it is 
not clear on whose account many Hungarian refugees who were impli- 
cated in espionage activities were working, nor through what agencies 
large financial dealings in European political movements have been 
taking place. 34 

It was stated at the beginning of this examination of Clay Shaw’s^ 
European participations and alliances that the entire matter of the CMC, 
Permindex, and the various presidents, directors, members of the 
boards, shareholders, theoretical and actual intentions, extra- and inter- 
organizational financial manipulations, far- and military-right sponsor- 
ings, and so forth, was so complicated as to require a book to cover what 
is known about these subjects, and that, even then, the most one could 
draw from would be iceberg visibility. However, it was felt that to under- ,

One last point must be noted before we leave this particular area of 
inquiry. Seeking more information regarding the Centro Mondiale Com- 
mercialc, the author telephoned the office of the Italian Consul General 
: New York. After having received silence in response to requests for 

information in three successive steps, the author was turned over to an 
apparent superior. When the question “What can you tell me about the 
CMC in Rome?” was put, for the fourth time, to a man whom the entire 
series of exchanges indicated to be of considerable authority, he replied: 
“Why don’t you contact the American Embassy?” “The American Em- 
bassy?” echoed the author, not a little surprised at the candidness im- 
plied. “The American Embassy in Rome,” the anonymous informant re- 
peated. “But we are interested in the CMC as seen from the Italian per- 
spective,” the author explained. “Try the American Embassy, I can’t 
help you any further.” The gentleman was thanked for his assistance and 
the conversation concluded . 35 

In New Orleans, Clay L. Shaw is a distinguished citizen. 

In Rome he was a key member of the boards of two highly recondite,, 
clandestine organizations, numbering among his colleagues persons ac- 
cused of “criminal activities” on an international level. Fascists, and vic- 
tims of European assassinations. 

Are they, in any way, reconcilable images? 

The complexity of Shaw’s associations does not end with the Centro 
Mondiale Commerciale and Permindex, but extends deeply into his per- 
sonal relationships in Europe. His private address and telephone book, 
for example, carries the name and address of the wife of a well-known 
English Fascist, as well as the name, address, and private telephone num- 
ber of Principessa Marcclle Borghese (now Duchessa de Bomartao), who 
is related to Prince Valerio Borghese, sometimes referred to as “the 
Black Prince,” or “the New Duce,” leader of the Movimento Sociale Ital- 
iano, the anti-British, anti-American neo-Fascist organization. The 
prince was a much-decorated midget-submarine commander during the 
war, following which he was tried and sentenced to twelve years in prison 
for cooperating with the Nazis after the Italian armistice with the Allies 
was signed. However, as he had spent four years in jail awaiting trial, 
after sentencing, the remaining prison period was suspended . 36

Times, 
gave me the following information today. Recently the New York 
Times were sent two memos by one of their local stringers regard- 
ing a possible SHAW-FERRIE connection. However, the New York 
Times has so far taken no action to verify the truth of this story. 


According to these memos, RAY SADLER, a University 
of South Carolina professor did a doctoral thesis on an abortive 
invastion of Cuba from New Orleans in February 1947. The purpose 
of this invasion was to fly bombing missions over Cuba to get rid 
of Batista.

”0.K. I would like to direct this to either the District Attorney’s 
Office or the Intelligence Unit of the' Hew Orleans Police Department, 
The information I am about to give, is confidential, of course, that’s 
why I am calling this number. However, all this information is not 
only true bub correct, and can be verified by just a small amount of 
investigation which I’m sure the New Orleans Police Police Department 
will give this information. 

There are 2 subjects that I feei Mr. Garrison has over looked in his 
recent probe of the Kennedy Ass assination which would be of utmost 
interest to him. I’m going to give the 2 names: First subject is 
a subject by the name of <£>SRIS E. THOMPSO^, who lives at 521 ST. LOUIS 
STREET, New Orleans, Louisiana. This is in the French Quarter. His 
telephone number is 525-13^0 • Nov? this subject is a Geologist, and 
a graduate of L S U. He had been recently charged last year with 
/murde^ on APRIL 12, 1967. Also another subject, his name is one 
^CfrEStisY, however, he goes by the name of < ilQGER SOLIEAS y^ (I believe 
this is the spelling ). This subject is a school teacher at 
JOHN CURTIS CHRISTIAN SCHOOL in Metairie. He rooms with this subject 
THOMPSON. Both these subjects are homosexuals - this is a fact - 
they are both homo sexuals and have been living together for years. 

This killing, murder - what ever you want to call it, took place 
at 1435 NO. JOHNSON STREET on April 12, 1967. DERIS E. THOMPSON . 
was charged with murder. Their part in the Kennedy Assassination / 
plot - both these subjects, I know for a fact a s very close intimate 
friends with MR. CLAY SHAW. I ‘have seen them go into his apartmep .t 
in the French Quarter on numerous occasions an d were constantl y-kqth

both these subjects, possess a large number of firearms and explosives 


aswell. Mr. Thompson owns over 150 hand guns ~ by hand guns I mean 
pistols and revolvers plus a number of high power rifles - plus 
explosives at this address at 521. Explosives in the form of half 
sticks of dynamite. Now anbther interesting fact is that not only 
do they hand with Mr. Clay Shaw but he knows them very well and th ey 
have gone to his apartment numerous, times. Bot h these s u bjects wer e 
also well known to MR. DAVID FERRIS up on Louisiana Avenue. If you 


would check Mr. Thompson’s personal phone book you find Hr. Ferrie 


listed as well as Mr. Clay Shaw; so I think both of these would be 


of interest. SOLIEAEU is a Y//K approx. 30 yrs. while THOMPSON is 
33 yrs. They spoke on occasions to great detail about the Kennedy 
Administration. 

If you do a small amount of investigation which I’m sure that the 
New Orleans Police Department will do - as they have in the past. 
You will uncover a great deal of facts which will help Mr. Garrison 
as well as the Intelligence Unit.”

A good description of THOMPSON would be approx, 
5’ll n , 160 lbs. black headed and blue eyes, ROGER SOLIEAEU is apporx. 
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5 ’ll" , 165 lbs. black headed and blue eyes - he teache's at JOHN 
CURTIS CHRISTIAN SCHOOL which is a Christian school for boys and 
I’m sure as a homosexual , he's at a very good place where he can make 
several contact's with the younger boys. I find that the owner of 
John Curtis School himself is a homosexual. I wonder if any of 
the parents of these children know the caliber of men not only 
teaching at this institution but the people who actually own it 
themselves. THCMP30N, I believe, is on parole or probation with that 
local chapter here in New Orleans on Royal Street; and I'm sure if 
you check -with him he would be able to tell you quite a bit of other 
information. He does have a large. amount of hand guns and has 
loaned these guns out at times to certain characters who ’..are not . 
of the best character. 

So if you put out an investigation - especially about the ' explosives ~ 
I am sure it will yeild you the benifit of your trouble. I am hoping

statement 

I met DAVID F C.RRIE in early i960 in a barroom named The Golden 
Lantern in the French Quarter. i would see DAVE from time to time 
in the same bar and I flew with him in his airplane on several 
occasions. 

One night while, drinking in the Golden Lantern, DAVE introduced 
me to CLAY SHAW. I was with CLAY SHAW and DAVE for several hours 
that night which was in Late i960 or early 1951. From that time on 
I use to see CLAY SHAW on different occasions, you know drinking and 
so forth. One day in late '61 or early ’62 X received a phone call 
from DAVE and he asked me if j would like to take an overnight plane 
trip with him. I said, all right, and then rest FERRIE at the airport 
at which; time I found out that CLAY SHAW was coming with us. At 
this time I also found out that we were going to Canada to pick some- 
one up. No other explanation was given. While on the trip, CLAY 
I SHAW sat in the back of the airplane reading books and slept. -SHAW 
also had a brown brief case with him. On the flight we stopped at 
'different places to gas up and stretch our lag's . We stopped in 
Nashville, Tennessee, Louisville, Kentucky, and Toranado, Canada. 

Our final stop was in Montreal, Canada. FZRSttE and myself stayed 
in a hotel overnight. I believe it might have bean the Hilton Air 
or something like that. The hotel was located in Dovral which was 
right outside of Montreal. CLAY SHAW disappeared after we landed anc 
I did not see him until the next morning which was about 8 o'clock 
when we were ready to leave and come back to New Orleans. when SHAW 
| arrived at the plane, he had this Mexican or Cuban with him. This 
guy was kind of heavy set, dark complexion, balding in the front, in 
his early 30* s or middle 30* s. He sat in. the back of the airplane 
with SHAW and spoke only to SJ5KW in broken Lrglish. The airplane 
that we used was a Cessna 172 'which I believed belonged to a friend 
of FERRIE’ s. We bought our eras with a GuJlr -credit card which FS.WRIE 
had. When we got back to the Lakefront Airport , I got into siy auto- 
mobile and FERRIE and SLAW and the other <pTy got into another auto- 
mobile and left. 

About a month or two later 1 got another phone call free FERRIE 
asking me if I wanted bo make the return Strip with him to Canada, 
but I told him no.

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. I would also like to state that about two or three weeks after 
\ DAVE FERRIE died I got a phone call from JACK HELMS who was formerly 
with the Federal Government and later connected with the Klu Klux 
Klan asking me if I would take a ride with him by FERRIE ' s house to 
pick up some papers. I said, yes, and a short while later he picked 
me up at my house in a 1966 white Chevrolet. We drove to FERRIE' s 
house and parked a little way down the block.. JACK got out of the 
automobile with a flashlight and it appeared that he went around the 
back of the house or into the back yard. A short while later he came 
back with a black briefcase and got into the automobile at which time 
we drove off. Later I believe that the contents of this briefcase were 
put into a safety deposit box in the Bank of Louisiana. Later I 
believe that these papers were removed from the Bank of Louisiana and 
put into a big black box in St. Bernard Parish which belonged to the 
Klan. The fellow who kept this box is called OTTO. I do not know him 
by any other name. I believe that these papers were then removed from 
this black box,, but I don't know where they were removed to. • I did 
manage to get some papers from this black box, but they pertained to 
the Klan, and I turned these papers to CLEMENT HOOD, an FBI Agent I 
was working for. I also had contact with CIA Agents.. Their names 
being STEINMEYER, who has since been transferred to Texas, and NAT 
BROWN who is still in New Orleans and another guy by the name of RED, 
last name unknown. I used to have meetings with the Agents in differen 
motel rooms where I would give them reports, pictures, recordings, etc. 
and would also receive my pay check or cash which I would sign a 
voucher for and would also receive further instructions. They would 
mail different things to me at my post office box number which is 
701-30252, Lafayette Street Branch. 


Several months ago RICK TOWNLEY with WDSU called me and told me 
that he had information that I had tape recordings that someone wanted 
I to buy from me. I asked him how he had found out that I had them and 
he said that didn't matter. He asked me if I would meet him some 
place and I told him yes, to come over to my house. He said, no, he 
wouldn't do that, that it would have to be some public place. So I 
met him in the Kopper Kitchen on Tulane Avenue. After we talked for 
a while I went home and put on a suit and we went down to WDSU. When 
we got to WDSU, TOWNLEY called WALTER SHERIDAN in New York and I sat 
there while TOWNLEY.-: talked to SHERIDAN. After TOWNLEY hund up he 
said that SHERIDAN would be in town the following morning. TOWNLEY 
asked me what I wanted for the tapes that I had, and I told him $500. 
The next morning they gave me the $500 for the tapes and asked me if 
I would do a film for WDSU consisting of what I know about the Cubans, 
FERRIE, SHAW, etc. The tape that I sold them contained some informa- 
tion about the Klan and other information about the papers that were 
picked up at FERRIE ' s house. WALTER SHERIDAN is the one who gave me 
the $500 for the tapes. This $500 was in a sealed envelope and was 
all one hundred dollar bills. This v/as given to me in an office in 
in WDSU which was located by their newsroom. We then went upstairs 
and they locked the doors and placed a guard on the door and started 
asking questions and taking pictures of me. I even remember that 
there was a man from Sweden who was talking to the cameramen and they 
asked him to leave. They asked me questions such as. Do I know CLAY 
SHAW: Did I ever fly with CLAY SHAW and DAVID FERRIE: If I knew GENE 

DAVIS, which I told them that I knew GENE DAVIS very well because he 
was a personal friend of mine; If I knew GORDON NOVEL: If I ever 
worked for the FBI, CIA, to which questions I said, yes of which 
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' questions WALTER SHERIDAN said he had already known that I would 
say yes to. I was then told to say that I didn't know anything 
that would help Garrison in his investigation and this was also 
put on film. I don't remember everything that he told me to say but 
he did tell me to go to Canada. He also said that he would edit and 
cut the films after I was gone. He also said that they would get me 
an attorney if I needed one. I told SHERIDAN And TOWNLEY not to re- 
lease this film if they were going to cut any part of it. They said 
that when I got to Canada! they would call me and ask if it could 
be released. They called my wife later and asked her if she would 
let them release it and she also told them no. I understand that 
jthis film has been cut and released. 


MR. HOOD told me not to get involved with the District Attorney ' s 
Office and if the District Attorney's Office tried to subpoena me, 
that he would take care of it. MR. HOOD told me to give all the 
cooperation necessary that WALTER SHERIDAN required.; SHERIDAN and 
TOWNLEY also told me not to talk with the District Attorney's Office* 
and to call them right away so they could get an attorney for me. 

That is about all I can remember at this time.
